Dear Dr. Molner: Some of us 


weight watchers would like to 
find out more about sugar 
substitutes. 


We find that sodium cycla 


mate causes a bitter taste in 
the mouth, but calcium cycla- 
mate does not. 


Is prolonged use of these 


substitutes harmful. We have 
been told they can be dangerous 
if used to excess. — H.D. 


Any of the sugar substitutes 


(the cyclamates or saccharin) 
will be bitter if used in excess 


— that is, more than you neet 
for sweetening purposes. A gooc 
many people, I think, don't 
realize how little is needed to 
provide sweet taste. Saccharin, 


Dr. Molner 


for one. is about 50 times as 
sweet as sugar, and a very 
small tablet is the equivalent of 
a teaspoon of sugar. 
Thus 


reducing the amount a tit may 
solve that bitterness problem. 


A tip on cooking: When sac- 


charin or the cyclamates are 
used, add them toward the end 
of the cooking, because heat 
reduces the sweetening proper- 
:les. 


The principal choice between 


the cyclamates is, I believe, the 
question of whether a person 
should restrict sodium intake 
because 
of 
blood 
pressure, 


heart, kidney or liver condi- 
tions. Using calcium cyclamate 
instead of sodium helps keep 
the sodium intake at a lower 
level. 


As to the safety of these 


sweeteners, I have pointed out 
before that, since they are in 
such wide use, the Food and 
Drug Administration as well as 
others have done a great deal of 
studying, and this still con- 
tinues. 


The only side effect of which I 


am aware is diarrhea in some 
ndividuals, particularly c h i 1- 
dren. On -the other hand, I 


recently heard of a small child I plastic surgery on my bladder 
who ate 1,000 of these pills and!What actually will be done? Is 
was huytied into the hospital.

far as doctors could discover, 
there were no ill effects at all 
— not even, in that case, any 
trace of diarrhea.

labor Will Live to Regret It 


The 
Railroad 
Machinists Union 
has 


brought on government-imposed compul- 
sory arlulratiuii through their intemperate 
two-day nationwide rail strike — a prece- 
dent-setting decision which no one really 
wanted, government, management or labor. 
It is a decision made in the heat of a 
national emergency, and it is one which 
labor particularly will live to regret. 


The law, 
rushed through 
both the 


Senate and House Monday and signed by 
President Johnson Monday night, not only 
orders an end to the strike, but it sets up a 
presidential 
five-man commission which 


will recommend a wage settlement. And if 
that settlement is not accepted by both 
parties within 90 days, it will be imposed 
upon 
them by the government. 
That 


provision of the law was accepted by 
Congress with great reluctance because it 
sets a precedent for government interven- 
tion in future strikes against the national 
interest. 


The parties were not far enough apart 


in this dispute to warrant resort to such 
stern measures. The union had demanded a 
19-cent increase this year. 15 cents the

The railroads had offered a 17'L'- 


cen* increase for an 18-month contract. 
In any normal collective bargaining situa- 
tion uilh good faith on both sides, this 
matter could have been readily resolved. 


But more and more in recent years 


railroad unions have been counting on 
government 
intervention as a collective 


bargaining tool. If they cannot get all they 
want through negotiations, they create a 
stalemate and wait for the government to 
step in. 


In this instance the commission may 


well recommend a compromise settlement 
between the offer and the demand. And the 
Machinists Union may win a temporary 
victory, although if it becomes a mandatory 
settlement, it will not be effective under 
the law until Jan. 1, 1969. 


But in the longer range view this strike 


and this law represent a complete failure of 
the 
free 
collective 
bargaining process 


which 
labor and management in 
this 


country have built into one of the integral 
elements of our free economic system. And 
that failure in the long run will be to 
organized labor's great disadvantage. 


Governor Versus Legislature 


The Wisconsin press on the whole has 


tended to view with disappointment and 
sometimes pointed criticism the reluctance 
of the state assembly to accept all of Gov. 
Knowles' bills relating to highway safety in 
the precise form that he has submitted 
them to the law-making branch. Because 
the assembly has balked at some of the 
propositions that have been approved by 
the senate, a conference 
committee as 


provided under the rules of the houses in 
such situations is now at work in an 
attempt to work out an acceptable compro- 
mise. 


While these columns have at intervals 


indicated a preference for the governor's 
propositions to deal with the clamoring 
problem of highway deaths and injuries, we 
would not have such comments construed 
to mean that the assembly owes 
the 


governor mechanical and obedient ratifica- 
tion of his precise recommendations. It is 
the duty of the men sent to the legislature 
to accommodate such problems according 
to their best judgment, and the dimensions 
of the problem and their 
constituents'

This is elementary constitutional law. as

The state constitution in Article Four 


sets out the fact with admirable brevity and 
clantv: 


"The legislative power shall be vested in 


a senate and assembly." 


The governor is the executive head of 


the state, without qualification, as declared 


in Article Five. The governor also has 
legislative functions, but they are clearly 
subordinate to his executive responsibili- 
ties, and they are not as decisive as those of 
the legislature, except for his function of 
signing enactments into law or excercising 
the veto power when he finds a legislative 
proposition unacceptable to him. 


With respect to legislation, the constitu- 


tion declares merely that the governor 
"shall communicate to the legislature, at 
every session, the condition of the state, 
and recommend such matters to them for 
their consideration as they may deem ex- 
pedient " The word "recommend" here is 
central to the relationship between execu- 
tive and 
legislature. He "shall" make 


recommendations, but there is no sugges- 
tion that the legislature must endorse such 
recommendations. The only other refer- 
ence to the governor's legislative functions 
is in the sentence which declares "that he 
shall expedite all measures as may be 
resolved upon by the legislature, and shall 
take care (hat the laws

The United Nations observers now in 


the Suez Canal area may succeed in holding 
Eg} plums and Israelis to the cease-fire 
which has been consistently broken in the 
last couple of weeks. There is no sign as yet 
of a softening of the demands on both sides

Nevertheless, the Middle East may be 
closer to a settlement which could lead to

The official Arab stand has not backed 


down as yet from insistence that Israel 
must withdraw to the borders as of early 
June before negotiations of any sort can 
take place But there are some signs that 
Jordan's King Hussein at least recognizes 
that such terms are unrealistic and that 
Israel could well continue to make bargain- 
ing more difficult since the trump cards 
are on Israel's side. Israel's terms so iar 
amount to only three — free passage of 
Israeli ships through both the Gulf of 
Aqaba and the Suez Canal and a united 
Jerusalem. But since Israeli troops now 
control the Sinai peninsula and a consider- 
able portion of Jordan, the demands could 
well go up. Israeli officials have already 
suggested that a good place for the Arab 
refugees would be the west bank of the 
Jordan.

as both sides want it. But in case of more
